This reference was to an episode la 


the early life of Tolstoi and his broth- 
ers, who with childish rites consigned 
to the earth a bobby horse in the be- 
lief that when it was disinterred' a 
reign of happiness would be inaugu- 
rated. 


The novelist often referred to th^ 


disposition of als body, and in direc- 
tions left specified explicitly that th« 
ceremony incident thereto should b« 
"of the simplest, without tho rtt«i of 
the Orthodox church." 


Throngs of Mourning Peasants. 


The special train bringing the body 


from Astapova. arrive at the Zaselka 
station at S o'clock this morning. The

For 15 Years an .Inmate of Poor 


House, She Receives an Army 


Pension of $1,700. 


Blultton, Ind., Nov. 22.—Like a chap- 


ter from a. book of fiction reads the 
story of Mrs. Susan J. Lippincott. aged 
65. for fifteen years, or since 1895, an 
inmate of the Wells county infirmary, 
who yesterday was overjoyed to learn 
that over $1,700 in cash awaited her 
command, an amount that to Tier, in 
her helpless and poverty-stricken con- 
dition is a small fortune and will en- 
able her to live independent pf charity 
for the rest of her life. 


The $1.700 came to her through the 


United States pension department at 
Washington, and the untiring efforts 
of L. L. Martz. a local ™«nsion agent, 
are'responsible in a large'measure, for 
her good fortune in having the long- 
delayed pension granted, a pension 
which she should have been drawing 
in regular installments since 1S97. 


Mrs. Lippincotfs husband. James 


Lippincott, died in the Soldiers' Home 
at Dayton. Ohio, in 1S97, and; on No- 
vember 6th of that year the application 
of t'ne widow for pension was made a 
matter of record with the department. 
But it appears that the attorney who 
ook her case failed to push it properly 
or did not understand how to go about 
It. and the pension claim laid unat- 
tended until last spring the attention 
of Mr. Martz was called to the claim 
and he took it up. He has been noti- 
fied that Mrs. Lippincott has been 
granted SS per month dating from 1597 
until April 19. 190S, when the law went 
into effect granting $12 per month to 
all widows, since which date sho is 
entitled to that amount. 


In addition she is granted $2 per 


month for each of three children from 
1S97 until they became 16 years of age 
Two of them are in in orphans' home 
at Fort Wayne, and one Is past 16 and 
Is married. The total back pension is 
figured at over J1.700.

This 
home Is in charge of a matron, a wom- 
an who for twenty years was a phil- 
anthropic worker. In this home the 
delinquent child or the neglected child 
is fed, lodged, and cared for until hie 
case comes before the juvenile court.

IhjH a cat' was limited to nine lives, 
but now the life of the feline Is ex- 
tended indefinitely, ami within the next 
decade n. cat with eighty-one lives will 
lie nothing- out of the ordinary. 


This is the result of th« experiments 


of Dr. Philip Kolmstamm, superin- 
tendent, of the Bide-a.-Wce home, in 
East Sixty-fifth street. It was brought 
about through an epidemic of attempt- 
ed cat suicides in the city which has 
kept him busy for several months past. 


For several years the 
only 
cats 


brought to the Bide-a-Wee home were 
those whose parents had deserted them 
or whose owners had decided that they 
'ought to shift for themselves. 
It was 


easy enough to find people ready to 
adopt the cats, but if the cat didn't 
happen to be perfectly well mannered 
they didn't want It. That is, if it hap- 
pened to have a leg missing, or was 
minus Its tall, it was declared an un- 
•desirable citizen, and finding a home 
for it was as hard n Job as trying to 
get a clean shaven St. Bernard a. place 
In the dog show. 


A couple of months ago a cat suicide 


phase of insanity 
developed. 
Cats 


leaped from second-story windows at 
first, but later were not satisfied with 
.lumping from anything lower than an 
| eight-story roof. Why this ,was, and 
why it continues, no one seems to 
know, but every day the feline mor- 
tality is Increasing, and from ,all parts 
of the city word is being received 
hourly of pathetic cases of self-destruc- 
tion lly cats. 


Destroy Corporation. 


When a cat seeks death by Jump- 


ing, she or he, as the case may be, al- 
ways lands feet first, but when the 
height is great enough the nine lives 
that they are declared to possess be- 
come incorporated and generally so 
out together. 
If they don',t, the cat's 


life is a question of only a couple of 
hours, for they land on their paws in 
such a way that their spine is crushed. 


In order to save the lives of the cats 


that attempt suicide liy the high Jump 
method. Dr. Kolmstamm, of the Bide- 
a-Won home, lias bagun a new sys- 
tem of treatment. 


Halt a ton of planter of paris has 


been put In the store ruor.i and ovoiy 
eat that Is brouffht In; or every cat 
that Is reported to have tried to kill 
itself by Jumping, is taken to the new 
feline ward, where the spine is put in 
place and the cat, or kitten, is strapped 
down while a plaster cast i» adjusted 
and the dislodged or fractured bone is 
put back In place.

Miss Helen Maher, who has been Dr. 


Kolmstamm's assistant in his work of 
curing cats that have repented of sui- 
cidal attempts, declared today that she 
has never seen a rat that was cured 
of a displaced spine which didn't' be- 
come a better member of society iff tor 
>eing put in a piaster cast. She added 
that she was very much in favor of 
having all animals. Including ordinary 
citizens, undergo this treatment 
to 


eliminate temper nnd make them de- 
velop due appreciation of the pleasures 
of life. 


At present thc.re are fourteen cats in 


the Bide-a-Wee home that have tried 
to kill themselves by jumping from 
roofs. The on« that has been longest 
there Jumped from a ten-story build- 
Ing and, although it has been in th 
hospital for eight weeks.' is still in •• 
plaster jacket.

Battle of Denfenders of Life 


and Their Foes Shown in. 


Cinematograph. 


London, Nov. 22.—One of the most 


Interesting and instructive cinemato- 
graph shows ever witnessed, in' the 
shape of a fierce battle between an 
army of phagocytes and several mil- 
lion spirochaeta. was given In London 
the other evening by Dr. C. Levaditi, 
of the Pasteur institute. Paris, before 
the Royal Institute of Public Health. 


The phagocytes, which are the de- 


fenders of the human body, were seen 
in the living pictures fighting against 
the spirochaeta. which are the bacteria 
of a malignant disease. 
These cine- 


matograph films, which are said to be 
among the most marvelous ever shown, 
illustrated the bacterial warfare which 
takes place inside the human bod;-, and 
excitement was added to the contest 
owing to the fact that the audience 
knew that victory for the spirochaeta 
meant death to the human victim. 


In the first few pictures the phago- 


cytes had rather a bad time of it in 
their battle with the invaders. ::nd. like 
a general commanding his forces. Dr. 
Levaditi cried: "See! They weaken:" 
following with his pointer the com- 
batants appearing on the screen, like 
weird creatures conjured up in a night- 
mare. Again, still more tragically as a 
phagocyte fell outnumbered before 
force of horrid shaped bacteria, he 
cried: "See! It is dead!" 


The defenders, however, put up 


great fight. Dead spirochaeta lay a! 
round thorn, but still the phagocytes 
were being gradually outnumbered and 
crushed, till there were signs of rein- 
forcements. 
T^bo doctor had come to 


their aid. In .the moment ot victory 
the spirochaeta received a check. With 
their vast numbers and the variety of 
\fjt.r attark—such as sharp. f:ink-III:<" 
teeth, pincers 'and 
pointed. 
daRgor- 


shapcd tongues—they were too much 
for the phagocytes alone, but with the 
arrival of medical aid in stimulate the 
guardians of- the patient's body they 
were demolished. Slowly at first, the 
wriggling things wriggled less. They 
grow tired; they weakened, they strove 
In vain to release themselves from the 
grip of the reviving phagocytesi they 
dlcd. 
This Is the sort of fight that IK go- 


ing on daily, explained Dr. Levaditi. in 
the bodies of human beings, the fierce- 
ness of the fight depending on 
the 


malignity of the opposing 
bacteria. 


From a cold In the head upward the 
various human ailments entail a fight 
by the phagocytes in defense nt their 
home, and the problem of the doctor Is 
to discover the best food for the health 
soldier, according to the nature of tht 
battle It has to wage.

Located at Evansville is next to the 


largest broom factory in the world and 
between 6,000 and 7,000 "sweeps" are 
turned out every working day of the 
year. These blooms go to all countries 
where the busy housewife uses such 
domestic implements 
in 
her daily 


work. 


The other big factory is located close 


to Terre Kaute, at Paris, 111., where 
enormgus quantities 
ot brooms ar<j 


turned out. In fact, Evansville and 
Paris supply the broom trndo, practic- 
ally, although there are other smaller 
factories at Amsterdam, N. Y.; Lin- . 
coin. Neb., and Jackson, Mich. - 


New brooms sweep clean, but- they 


come high! 


And thi» Is caused by the fact that 


the broomcorn industry is confined to 
* comparatively small area in the 
United States and the crop of brush 
Ic easily "cornered." 


Experts In the Illinois brush district 


•ay that the local crop of the United 
States for 1910 will furnish material 
lor 42,000,000 brooms, or about 10,000 
ear loads of the finished product, val- 
ued at $15,000,000. A goodly portion 


j of theie "dust disturbers'* will be made 
: lip in Indiana. 


The/ferush, however, comes largely 


from -flllnc!*, Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Tennessee. Illinois has the distinction 
cf furnishing the choicest broomcorn 
grown In .the world. The working up

which turn out hundreds of the sweep- 
ers a day. 


The growing of tho corn, or "brush." 


as it Is technically Known, Is a very 
remunerative occupation, although It 
entails much hard work and Is said to 
be, In lact, tho hardest of any kind of 
farming attempted. Owlne to the fact 
that the brush growing Is restricted to 
a small area the price for the fiber !s 
unusually high, and growers receive 
all the way from ?100 to $250 a ton for 
it. 


Brokers In the broomcorn district ot 


central Illinois say the 1910 crop will 
b'e a record-breaker, 
although the 


price for tho corn has not materially 
weakened. ' Tho 
42,000,000 brooms— 


which Is the 1910 crop estimate 
would require 200 freight trains of 60 
cars each to haul the output, allowing1 


4.000 brooms to a car. 
This would 


make about 
100 mllas 
of cars of 


brooms. 


The counties of Coles, Edgar, Doug- 


las and a part of.Moultrlo form the big 
part of the producing belt In central 
Illinois. 
Hero 16,000,000 brooms are 


grown, and it Is in this section that the 
aristocrats ot the broom world 
are 


grown. The brush brings the highest 
price and the products of It soil at an 
average of 60 cents each, retail. 


In the states of Missouri, Oklahoma, 


Tennessee and Aransas arc grown an 
inferior quality of brush, from which 
the cheaper quality of brooms

made. Kansas furnishes a fair kjnd or 
brush, but

Some broom corn Is grown in Indi- 


ana, but not enough to be of any par- 
ticular value.

It has since been demonstrated In 


Indiana and elsewhere that the corn 
is peculiar to certain soils and will not 
do well as a general rule where Indian 
corn is grown. That the cost of b-'om 
corn farming Is far in excess of ordi- 
nary corn growing may have some- 
thinc to do with the restrictions on 
the growing area. 


A field of growing broom corn Is a 


beautiful sight, especially so when the 
brush begins to tassel out. In Illinois 
the farms given over to fee cultivation 
ot this corn range In size from ten to 
one hundred acres.

Mr. Roberts does not at- 
tach much importance to the notion 
that such drop as there is in the price 
of food products is due to manipula- 
tion by big Chicago Interests—that.

by the packers. 
He believes supply 


and demand at the bottom of it. Mr. 
Roberts does not take very seriously 
the notion that the big packers are 
making exorbitant profits. 


"So far as the high prices to the 


consumer are concerned, they are due 
rather to wasteful' processes of distri- 
bution rather than the profits of the 
packers." said 
Mr. Roberts 
today. 


"Methods of distribution have not im- 
proved with Improvements In 
other 


lines. 
The telephone, the system of 


buying In small quantities, delivery "f 
small amounts, the multiplicity of re- 
tailers, the rents they pay and many 
other factors combine to make the re- 
tail cost high. It is not so much that 
the individual retailer is making big; 
money. It is that the system of retail 
distribution as a. whole is badly or- 
ganized."

economists In the government service 
and in the entire country. In discuss- 
ing the drop in wholesale prices lie 
said: 


"I am not surprised at the fact that 


the prices of food products have gone 
down," said Mr. Roberts. 
"They have 


been abnormally high. I have not seen 
how It was possible for them to keep 
up where they have been. 
For my 


part. I do not believe it is possible for 
anybody for any considerable length of 
time to manipulate prices contrary to 
the law of supply and demand. 


"The heavy corn crop is undoubtedly 


a large factor in the situation. 
It 


makes It possible to put more food 
animals on the market. The farmer, if 
he is sure of a good crop of corn ahead, 
will count on it in advance and feed up 
his old grain, fatten his stock and send 
it to market. The number of food ani- 
mals shipped to the leading markets 
for some months back has been light. 
The inevitable tendency has been to 
Increase prices. 


Back to Farm Telling. 


"It has been to be remembered, also, 


that for two or three years, with high 
prices offered for cattle and hogs, the 
disposition of the farmer has been to 
raise more food animals. It has turned 
the attention of people more and more 
to the farm. More people have, gone 
Into farming. More land has 
been 


opened up. Better methods of farm- 
ing are being employed. The agricul- 
tural colleges and other agencies are 
making better farmers and increasing 
the production of the farms. 
It takes 


time for such causes as these to affect 
the amount of the food supply, but it 
has been certain it would do it sooner 
or later. 


"The farm Is being looked at today 


in a very different light from what it 
used to be. We are beginning to un- 


j derstand that it Is not necessary to 


move to the city to enjoy the comforts 
of life. 
The automobile, the telephone 


and rural free delivery have changed 
the character of life on the farm. 


Production and Prices. 


"The farm boy now finds that the 


city has little to offer him more tlian 
the" 
farm, that farming 
intelligently 


pursued is not drudgery. Now. while 1 
do not expect the prices of food prod- 
ucts ever to go back to the level of for- 
mer years. I think the increase of pro- 
duction Is bound to have some effect in 
lowering prices. 


"I believe it is a good thing for the 


country that the American people are 
turning their attention mnre and more 
to the farm. 1 think it is of the utmost 
Importance to our industrial life that 
tho price? of fond products should come 
down. 
"We liavr- heard .1 great deal about 


the high cost of living. As a matter of 
fact. th« chipf element In the high cost 
of living has been In the increased 
pricn of food products. Our Industrial 


situation has not been adjusted to such 
high prices. Wages have not been ad 
justed to them, and while in time the 
industrial situation would adapt itself 
to the high cost of living, it would not 
be easy. With prices of (nod products 
in some measure lowered the process 
of adjustment is much easier."

BALLOONS AS "GRAND STAND" TO SEE All- 


TOMOBILE RACES. 


AUTOMOBILE JeAcE COUH.SI:. * SHOWS 


BALLOONS -WILL BE ANCHORED, 


New York. Nov. 22.—Charles Miller 


and Percy McKee. business men of 
Brooklyn, who went down to Savannah 
for the automobile races, arrived here 
today on the City of Savannah, of the 
Savannah line, with plans for an en- 
tirely ne\v scheme for viewing auto- 
mobile and other races and all Held 
events covering large areas. The plan 
is to have ten captive ballons. at a 
height of about 500 feet, "anchored" in 
the geographical center of the Chat- 
ham county course. 
The course Is 


about six and a half miles in diameter 
at its longest stretch, and about two 
miles across at it broadest expanse. 
Ballons therefore at an altitude of 500 
feet, anchored, would give a continu- 
ous and unobstructed view of the en- 
tire course except where the course 
lies through dense foliage. 


Mr. Miller and Mr. McKee expect to 


make arrangements with the Savannah 
Automobile 
club for permission to 


anchor their captive balloons, which 
are to be worked on windlasses, in the 
geographical center of the course, each 
balloon to have strongly constructed 
baskets capable, of holding twenty-five 
or more passengers, who will pay a 
fancy price for the privilege of viewing 
the race for the entire length of the 
seventeen-mile course and observe pos- 
sible accidents the moment they occur.
